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GORDON AN EASY WINNER 

HOLLAND JUVENILE CARRIES TOP WEIGHT 
TO VICTORY IN PERRYVILLE STAKES. 

Frank Taylor Saddles Two Winners for H. C. Hal- 
lenbeck in Blue Thistle and Rolling Stone — 
Havre de Grace Track Again Fast. 



Havre «1<* Grace, Mil., April 30. — ,T. L. Holland 
added another to his list of Havre de Grace stake 
victories wlii’ii Gordon galloped home an easy winner 
ill the I’erryville Slakes tills afternoon. Gordou con- 
ceded lump* of weight to everything in the race, 
made practically all of his own pace and won under 
restraint. Gallop and Executor were withdrawn, 
which left Gordon in what looked like a soft spot. 
The layers always held him at a prohibitive price 
and he found hut little support from the general 

public. 

The going was fast, the track having dried out so 
thoroughly over night that it was found necessary 
to put till* watering carts at work before the races 
lagan. The 11. Hallenbeck stable furnished two 
of the afternoon's winners in Blue Thistle and Rol- 
ling Stone. A killing of no mean proportions was 
made over the latter's victory. As good at 2<> to 1 
was ipiotcd at one stage of the betting and at post 
time hut ton to one was obtainable. Roth horses 
were ridden by Tliil Musgrave. Rolling Stone iicat 
some of the best sprinters here in his race, a handi- 
cap at live and a half furlongs. 

The Virginians won handsomely when Willie Wad- 
dell look the second race. But well hustled him to 
i lie front soon after the start and lie remained l here 
throughout, winning with something in reserve. 

Six carloads of horses were shipped from Havre 
de Grace to Tinilico this morning. The consignment 
included the stables owned by Frederick Johnson, 
llarry I’a.rue Whitney. Martlu Foley. Thomas I-’o: 
tune Ryan, and W. It. Carson. Another special Will 
leave tomorrow which will lie made up of ten cars. 

H. G. Red well received word from California that 
preparations are being hurried to begin work on the 
new track at Tin Juana September 1. Much interest 
is being taken in California in this proposition, 
which entails an outlay of something like $3.1)00,000. 
Much New York capital lias been subscribed, among 
Hie big stockholders being Richard Canfield, who 

formerly conducted the clubhouse ai Saratoga. 

A great number of Jumpers were schooled over the 
Pimlico course this morning. The Maryland Jockey 
Club will feature jumping races during their meeting 
ami some of the best steeplechase horses in the 
country are arendy on the ground. Among those 
schooled ibis morning were Flying Yankee, tiwnmix. 
'fin* Welkin. Ticket of Iji-qve. O Rear and Ili- 
um lion. 

W. K. Engstrom will leave for Spokane tomorrow 
night and several other bookmakers will accompany 
him west. Tlie association conducting the meeting 
at Cnetir d’Alene lias found flint the mntuel system 
of siieciilatioii docs not appeal to their patrons ami 
it lias been decided to go bark to the books, which 
will In- substituted tomorrow.

Ten Point’s Winning Performances Fail to Shake 
Confidence of Gelding's Trainer. 

Louisville, Ky.. April 30. — Arguments arc now at 
white heat in local turf circles over the relative 
merits of ('. F. Hiiseheineyer's great gelding, 11. iw 
thorn, and A. I.. Asle's eastern trained colt. Ten 
Point, which now appear sure to meet in tlie Ken 
lucky Deihv :.r ('him hill Downs on Saturday, 
May 10. 

Ten Point lias won his only two staris this season 
and Hawthorn has taken Ins only start. Rotli have 
scored with ease. There are a good many pre- 
sumably shrewd judges who think that Ten Point 
may defeat the Ruschenicycr crack i.i the Kentucky 
claSsic if only for the reason that in many cases 
high class colts have shown superiority over high 
class geldings in races at the Derby distance. Ex 
pert s concede liiai Ibis may be the case in the late 
summer and fall, lint il is maintained by some that 
in early spring tile geldings generally get the best 
of the argument with tlie colts. 

In 1 882 tlie gelding Apollo defeated the famous 
Runny iiiedc in tile Kentucky Dei by and Typhoon 11.. 
another gelding, in 1S97 lowered tlie colors of tin* 
■nigh t .v Ornament in this event, in 1888, in Hie 
Kentucky Derby. Macbeth II. defeated the hot 
favorite. Galifet. Line Apoilo ami Typhoon 11.. 
Maelieih 11. was a gelding, while Ruunymede, Or.u 
uii'iit and Galifet were colts. 

Il is true that Sp >kane defeated Proctor Knot, 
it gelding, in tile Derby of 1889, hut the finish in 
tiiat race lias always been questionable and to this 
day many contend that Sam Jtiyuut s sn.i of I.uke 
Blackburn should have been placed lir.-f upon that 
occasion. 

The fact that geldings have. In many eases, oiii- 
raced colts in the early spring of tin- year is consid- 
ered to lie due in the tinscxed horse iv pliring less 
training to tit him for a long race than a colt. Tin* 
fact that tli two liest two-year-olds out last season 
were both geldings hears out the statement that 
they come earlier to their best raring form than a 
colt. Ten Poiut. for Instance, was never mentioned 
m ue li as a racing prospect until last fall, while, 
from rally January and all tliroiigli the spring and 
summer turfmen were singing the praise.-, of Haw 
thorn and Helios. Bofli tne Iasi noted performers 
are geldings, while Ten Point, of eourse. is a roll. 

Loral gdmiiris of Hawthorn concede that Ten 
Point may tie the great racer that he is proclaimed 
to lie. but they still are confident of Hawthorn's 
ability to win the Derby. They poiu> out that Ten 
Point has won two short races and that there is no 
assurance that Ue can win a race of a mile and a 
quarter when stacked up against a great rutincr 
like Hawthorn, which will look hint In the eye dnr 
ing every quarter of the Derby race. 

The numerous backers of Hawthorn in the future 
hooks arc deriving much Comfort from the confidence 
displayed by \Y. S. Trevey. tlie trainer of the 
Biiseheine.vrr crack. Trevey is paying little atten- 
tion to i lie pretensions of Ten Point. Foundation or 
an.v of the other Derby cliglhlcs. He believes that 
on May 1<* Hawthorn will beat any horse In train 
ing at a mile and a quarter, rigged us he will tie in 
the Derby with 114 pounds up and a superior rider. 
Johnny Loftus. in the saddle. Tills Texas trainer, 
who saddled Tokalon in tlie Brooklyn Handicap of 
1900. when that great mare defeated all the stars 
of the east, thinks Hawthorn is a sure winner of 
the Kentucky Derby t li is spring. He had the same 
confidence in the ability of the daughter of Tam- 
many that day. and it is a well-known fact that 
her owner. .1. \Y. Fuller, took an enormous sum out 
of the bet ting ring that afternoon at the Gravesend 
track. Trevey had told him she could not lose and 
Fuller wagered a fortune on her chances. The 
Busehemeyer trainer is just as confident that Haw- 
thorn will win the Derby this spring as lie was when 
he told Fuller in 1!MI0 at Gravesend to take anything 
the bookmakers would Jay against liis male’s 
chances. He was not mistaken in Tokalon and he 
is even more confident that his judgment as to Ha>v- 
thorn will lie confirmed on Saturday afternoon. 
May 10. when the Kentucky Derby of 1913, at 
Churchill Downs, lias passed into history. 

The Churchill Downs and Douglas Park tracks 
were in improved condition today and prospects of 
the going being fast tomorrow caused trainers to 
give most of llieir. horses a sort of opening up for 
the real let down then. 

The only Derby candidates worked were Lew 
Marion’s Prince Hcruiis and Sam Hirseli. Tit” 
former went a half in :32 and five-eighths, pulled 
up, ill 1:04. while Sam Hirsch went the same dis 
lance in 1:04%. going the first half in :52%. The 
liest mile of the day was by Mellon Street, lie 
ran the distance in 1 :4(i, handily. Helen Barbee 
went five furlongs in 1 :04%, pulled up, while Maid 
of Norfolk, a two-year old in the Mackenzie stable, 
went a quarter in :25%. 

The only two-year-old work of much consequence 
during tin* day was by First Degree, Woodman nttd 
March, in tlie stable of James S. Evennan. Tlie 
trio followed each other a half, working in :30. 
30% and :51. respectively. They all could have done 
better. 

.1. F. Schorr worked the Kentucky Derby candi- 
date Lcochares a mile at Douglas Park. The slowest 
watch caught the son of Broomstick in 1:43%, while 
several of the work watchers made the time 1:43. 
Tlie gelding was always in hand ami the track lie 
worked over was probably two seconds off. Trainer 
Schorr, it is believed, intends miming Leocliares in 
the Derby, even if the going is fast that da.v. He 
has declared the gelding as a sure starter if tin- 
going is heavy. 

Trainer John Ward lias decided not to send Gay 
Bird to Lexington to run in the Brewers’ Selling 
Stakes. The gelding is apparently lit, but Ward ha> 
concluded that an early contest at a mile in fast 
company might affect the son of Olscau and unfit 
li i in for liis other engagements at t’lnirehill Downs, 
Douglas Park and Latouia this spring. 

Trainer John Morris was a visitor at the Downs 
today to see the horses he has in training in James 
S. Evelina n's string. He reports that four of the 
five mares he owns have foaled colts this spring all 
bv Knight of the Thistle, the sire of Worth, winner 
of the 1912 Kentucky Derby. They are: Brown colt 
out of Affect, by His Highness; chestnut colt, out 
of Toddie idain of Miss Charcot I. by Lord Esterling; 
hav colt, out of Handzarra. by Handsel; brown cult, 
out of Result, by Compute. The latter youngster 
Mr. Morris thinks is one of the liest looking suck- 
lings lie ever owned. He lias one other uiarc yet to 
foal. Mary Morris, by Victory. All ills broodmares 
will again lie mated with Worth’s sire. 

The New Louisville Jockey Club is distributing 
the book program for the meeting at Churohil 
Downs. It is embellished with a front cover pic- 
ture of Worth, the Kentucky Derby winner of last 
season. On the hack is Aristides, the first Ken- 
tucky Derby winner. The program for the first 
seven days of overnight races incudes several fea- 
tures. On Monday there is a handicap at one mile 
ami seventy yards for three-.voar-nids and upward, 
for a purse of $1 .(hn>. On the following Tuesday 
there is a purse of $ 1,000 for two-year-oUl fillies, 
half a mile, which is called the Dubiitante Purse, 
and takes the place of the stake of that name 
which was declared off this season. On every 
other afternoon when a stake is on the card there 
is aiso a $1,900 handicap. There are numerous in- 
stances during tin’ first seven davs when the values 
of the purses will go above t lie $000 ordered by the 
recent Kentucky State Racing Commission rule. 

President C. F. Grainger of ihe New Louisville 
Jockey Cl tih, received a telegram today announcing 
tlie arrival in New York of M. .1. Winn, manager 
of Churchill Downs, and Charles K. Price, presiding

London. Eng., April 30. — At Newmarket toil ay the 
Two Thousand Guineas, for three-year-olds, over tli« 
Rowley Mile, was won by W. Raphael's bay colt 
l.ouvois, by Isinglass — St. I snivaine, with (’. Bower 
Ismay's hn.v colt Ciagapour, by Desmond — Venera 
tion II., second, and II. P. Whitney's chestnut colt 
Meeting House, by Voter — Noonday, third. Lord 
Rosebery’s Sanquhar finished fourth. Fifteen horses 
ran. with J. Reiff riding tlie winner, while F. 
O’Neill was on Meeting House, and D. Maher on 
Sanquhar. Lonrois was at 5 to 1 in the tietting. 

The Heath Ilighwelght Handicap was won by 
Lord St. David's chestnut colt Forward, by Ce- 
sarian -Forelock, with 11. I*. Whitney's chestnut filly 
Panasinc. liy Peter Pan — Ladasine. second, and H. I. 
King's hay filly Get I'p. by Burgomaster — Morning 
side, third, all being American-bred. 

laird Derby' s great horse. Stedfast, won the Chip 
peniiam Plate, with Auctioneering second and Cyl 
lene More third. 

Yesterday the first of England's five great races 
for i hi’d- year-olds, the Two Thousand Guineas, was 
won by W. Raphael's splendid colt Louvois. Last 
year Mr. Raphael won the fine Thousand Guineas 
and tlie Epsom Derby with his gray filly Tagalie. 
and there is a fair chance that be will now win the 
Derby of this year. Whether lie does or not, he is 
truly a fortunate owner. What kind of a colt 
I.ouvois is was thus set forth by "Tlie Special Com- 
missioner” in London Sportsman of April IS: 

"I was out on ihe Bury Side ami saw I/mvnis. 
among other notables. He struck me then as having 
done very well, lmt later on I was privileged to s-’e 
him in liis box. and there is really no doubt that lie 
has made more than regulation improvement since 
last year, lie stands now exactly sixteen hands 
and half an inch, and he is more like Ids sire, isin 
glass, than any other son of that great horse. He 
has not the hack ribs of Isinglass, and there alone 
you can 'fault' him. hut he has all the depth of girth 
and hard, clean quality, without conspicuous hone, 
but that of the liest sort. As to girth, he has cer 
tainly sprung in liis true ribs since last season, as 
lie now girths two holes more than lie did then. He 
handles hard and muscular, and Ids neck and poll 
clearly mark his constitution and strength. More- 
over. lie does himself well in the stable and always 
feeds tip. which is the only doubt one might enter- 
tain aisnit a colt wllli a hardly sufficient ‘bread 
lmskct.' Perfect in Ids temper, like his sire, he is, 
as we know, somewhat more enterprising on a race 
course, and has never yet required the liberal appli- 
cation of the 'stick,' which was always necessary in 
the case of Isinglass. Of one tiling 1 am cerntln. 
and that is that Louvois is a better class colt than 
Ids brother. Loitviers. We are. however, in what 
seems to lie a better-class year than when Louviers 
only just failed to win the Derby, and a better than 
Louviers might not be nearly good enough this time. 
I am inclined to believe, however, that in Louvois 
Isinglass lias left us his true monument. That tin- 
coil is not quite truly molded along ids loins is. I 
think. |ila in to see: that is to say. he is a trifle 
short from croup to dock, which leaves the loins a 
tride long, and this, coupled with shortness of back 
ribs, prevents Louvois from being an exact* replica 
of Isinglass, hut he has wide, lengthy, muscular 
quarters of the very liest. and it happens not infre- 
quently that his con formation behind tlie saddle 
tends to the very perfection of hind notion. Any- 
how, it Is quite certain that the colt lias thriven on 
his work, and his legs look like carrying him as 
long as Ids owner chooses to keep liitn in training. 
Lord Annaudale. which was liought to lead Louvois, 
proves to lie in no condition as yet for that task, 
lmt somehow the big colt has got forward enough, 
and he will be fit to do himself justice in the Two 
Thousand Guineas, though he may not be at Ids very 
liest on that day.”

BRIG'S BROTHER SCORES 

E. R. BRADLEY’S JUVENILE IS LONE WINNING 
FAVORITE AT LEXINGTON. 

Attempted Betting Coup on Free Trade Goes Wrong 
— Track Drying Out Rapidly — Helios’ Trainer 
Announces He Will Not Start in Derby. 



Lexington, Ky.. April 30. — The Kentucky Asso- 
ciation had good attendance, fine weather and in- 
teresting racing over a rapidly drying track for the 
fourth day of its spring meeting, though the card 
was primarily counted quite mediocre as an offering. 

It was no day for favorites, for five of tlie six 
first choices were bowled over. Brig's Brother, a, 
good-looking two-year-old son of Cumird and Ella 
Smith, from E. K. Bradley’s Idle Farm string 
saving the smart set from a complete whitewash, 
by winning the fifth race. Tlie Norman, which fin- 
ished second in the colors of T. C. McDowell, is a 
son of Hastings and Monarka, and is a handsome 
animal that will make a real runner with a little 
more education. There was a tip about Will Young’s 
Dr. Samuel, but he ran greenly and was never 
prominent. 

The biggest llpset of the day came in the fourth 
race, when Free Trade, from the Wayne Joplin 
string, finished absolutely last. Old Bell, Ihe see 
ond choice, won after wearing down Mcshach in the 
stretch drive. Joplin iiad placed a big commission 
on his colt in St. Louis and some others had done 
likewise. One of the St. Louis hamlliookmakers 
who lias a representative here, became afraid to 
hold tin- Free Trade money and his man unloaded 
$1,000 into the pari-mutuels, tlie object being, of 
course, to cut down Free Trade's price, which ir. 
did quite effectually. It likewise caused better 
support for Old Ben. since it furnished something 
for Hie old Ben following to ”sln>ot at.”
